VISIT M C GILL 



Cadets Much Impressed With All 
They Saw During Tour. 



INTERESTING COINCIDENCE 



McGill Man Was First to Fly 
Banner of Australia Exactly 
61 Years Ago. 



That It was a Canadian — and a Mc- 
Gill graduate at that— who first flew 
the Australian banner of Uie present 
day, was the statement made to The 
McGill Daily yesterday by Lieutenant 
Simon», who is in charge of the party 
of Australian cadets which visited the 
University yesterday. The man was 
Wallace Ross, a McGill man, who c«- 
actly Ut years ago yesterday carried 
the Southern Cross for the first time 
in Australia. He was born in Toronto 
of Scottish extraction, and went to 
Australia at the time of the JJallarat 
gold rush, subsequently taking part la 
a rebellion organized there In protest 
against the unjust exactions of in* 
Government. Ross fell in the rebel- 
lion, and when his body was found it 
was pierced in 27 different places tiy 
bullets. The Graduates' Directory 
contains no record of Ross, but It ta 
finite possible that he was a student 
at McGill who was never graduated. 

The Australian cadets, 2, r > in num- 
ber, who are touring Canada, were re- 
ceived In the Molson Hall by Dr. Chas. 
Moyse, Dean of the Faculty of Arts 
and Vice-Principal of the University. 
Dr. Moyse reviewed in brief the his- 
tory of the University and its rapid 
growth, also touching upon his long 
connection with .McGill. The part 
played in Its rise to its present posi- 
tion by its benefactors, Sir William C 
Macdonald and the late Peter Redpath 
in particular, wore mentioned, as well 
as the names of several of McG ill's 
most prominent graduates, including 
Sir William Oslor. Sir Ernest Ruther- 
ford's important research work In 
radium while a member of the staff of 
the University, also came in for no- 
tice. 

Too .'Inch Speech. 

From this Dean Moyse turned to the 
war, laying stress upon the connec- 
tion of Australia and of McGill with 
it. lie had been Impressed with the 
Idea that there had been too much 
speech about the war and not enough 
action. The bravery of the. Austral- 
ians at the Dardanelles, the purpose 
of the Cadets' visit to Canada and Mc- 
QiH's war record were nil touched 
Upon in the course of the few words 
which Dean Moyse spoke. Ho men- 
tioned the fact that he had two sons 
on active service, one of whom was 
wounded in an attack on Hill 60, nnd 
has now rorovered. Dean Moyse ex- 
pressed thp conviction that if there is 
one thing which the war will do for 
the British Empire, It will be to unite 
its overseas possessions as never be- 
fore. 

For the Cadets. Lieut. Simons re- 
plied suitably. 

From the Molson Hall, the Cadets 
were conducted by the Dean through 
the Redpath Museum, much admira- 
tion for the various collections being 
expressed. At the Macdonald Engra- 
eorlng Building, Dr. Frank D. Adam3, 
Dean of the Faculty of Applied Sil- 
ence, took charge of the party, being 
assisted by Prof. C. M. McKorgow. 
The Cadets were taken through dif- 
ferent workshops and testing labora- 
tories, taking particular interest in 
the Thermo-Dynamlc lab., the shops 
where 11,000 shells were turned out 
during the summer, and the testing 
aboratory where an investigation 
with regard to timber was being mado. 
Later, the party visited the Physics 
llulldlng under Dr. Harnes. 

To The McGill Dally. Lieut. Simons 
expressed himself as being delighted 
with the opportunity of being enabled 
to visit one of the parent universities 
of the overseas dominions. He thlnKs 
that Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux, former- 
ly Postmaster-General of the Domin- 
ion, If the finest speaker whom he has 
yet heard In the Dominion. 

The Cadets all marvel at the cold 
weather In Canada, and hope to be *»- 
lowed to try their hand at skating be- 
fore leaving. Lieut. Simons fell on an 
icy sidewalk yesterday and spratneo 
his wrist.

Capt. Dan P. Gillmor has been re- 
commended as a company commander 
by Major A. A. Magee for overseas 
service in the new 148th Battalion. 
There is no need for any introduction 
of Capt. Gillmor to college men. For 
years he has been a very prominent 
figure around college, where he shone ! 
especially upou the football field. I 
Many men still remember the time I 
when Captain Gillmor wore the mole- 
skins. Ho was captain of the senior 
squad in 12. Capt. Gillmor is a grad- 
uate of Arts '11. and Law '13. Since 
the forming of the McGill Provisional 
Battalion he has played a very prom- 
inent part in military circles, both in 
last year's C. O. T. C. in I lie summer 
battalion and in tho present C.O.T.C. 
Captain Gillmor is a lawyer, practis- 
ing law in the city. 

Captain William Stewart is another 
prominent McGill graduate who Is go- 
ing overseas with Major Magee. Capt. 
Stewart is «oing as a lieutenant. He 
graduated from Arts in '06 and from 
Law in '08, and still keeps In touch 
with McGill men mainly through Tits 
position as secretary of the Gradu- 
ates' Society, that organization which 
has done, so much for the university. 
The Graduates' Society was mainly re- 
sponsible for the forming of the Pro- 
visional Battalion last year, and dur- 
ing the session Captain Stewart was 
assistant adjutant with the rank of 
lieutenant. This summer ho acted as 
platoon commander in D Company, 
and at tho beginning of the present 
session was promoted to be captain, 
and became second in command of D 
Company. Captain Stewart is also a 
lawyer practising in tho city. 

The paymaster of the new battalion 
will bo Captain Alan A. Law, of the 
5th Royal Highlanders of Canada. He 
joined the C.O.T.C. when it was first 
organized at McGill, hut later went 
over to the Highlanders. 

Perhaps of all the lieutenants in the 
C.O.T.C. Lieut. J. N. Reld holds the 
reputation of getting on best with the 
men, and it is likely that in his new- 
position in Major Magee's now battal- 
ia ho will add lo that reputation. Mr. 
Rcid was a member of last year's bar- 
talion, first as a non-commissioned or- 
ficer and later as an officer. This 
summer he was actively connected 
with the raising of the Universities 
Compnnies and acted as quartermnn- 
ter for tho said companies during 
their stay In Montreal. This present 
session he has been commander of No. 
D Platoon, B Company. Mr. Reld'S ac- 
tivities are not confined to military 
matters alone, having been hon- 
ored by the students of fourth year 
Science by being made their class 
president. 

Lieut. C. J. Howard graduated from 
Arts in '0. r >, and from Law in 'OR, tak- 
ing honors in his final year. He also 
has been connected with the C.O.T.C. 
slnre the beginning of last year. 

Lieut. H. M. Scott graduated fïom 
Science in '01, and Lieut. Hope Scott 
from Arts in '06. Both these men have 
boon connected with the C.O.T.C. since 
the beginning, and last summer werp 
promoted to be lieutenants. They will | 
both go overseas as platoon command- 
ers. 

The first McGill man to join the 
N.C.O. class is Jack Hall. Everybody 
around college knows Jack Hall. He 
has been prominent in McGill now foi 
several years, both in athletics and in 
other lines of undergraduate activi- 
ties. In '14 ho was president of the 
McGill Football Club, and during tho 
same year was also president or The 
McGill Daily. Hall graduated in 15, 
and during that year was a demon- 
strator in Science. At present ho Is 
assistant to the mechanical superin- 
tendent of the C.P.R. 

The new battalion has now started 
active work. Tho recruiting for the 
N.C.O. class started yesterday, and 
already a large number of men have 
applied for positions as N. C. O.'s. 
Amongst the applications are included 
a number of men from the C.O.T.C. and 
from the Auxllliary Battalion. When 
the time comes for the class to start, 
these men will be notified by letter. 

Major Magee announced that a cer- 
tain person, who did not wish his 
name made public, had presented the 
118th Battalion with a motor car. At 
present Major Magee is looking for a 
man to act temporarily as ehaffeur. 

An announcement which will affect 
the C.O.T.C. was made that those men 
in the city who signify their intention 
of enlisting in the new battalion will 
be attached to the C.O.T.C. for train- 
ing until such time as the new battal- 
ion starts active enlistment. They will 
be kept by themselves in platoons or 
companies, as the case may be. 

From all appearances and from the 
general opinion, tho now battalion un- 
der Major Magee will be composed of 
men of a very high type of manhood. 
For all men going overseas, there is 
sure to be congenial comradeship, and 
it is likely that a large number of M. - 
Gill men will Join.

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Minorities 



A minority is a group composed of those who think about the 
subject with regard to which they are in the minority. The very 
fact that one belongs to a minority indicates a measure of thought; 
while the fact that he belongs to a majority indicates nothing 
more than his possession of the ordinary herd-instinct. The ma- 
jority is self-accumulating, attracting automatically all the 
thoughtless ones who like to be with the crowd ; the minority is 
self-expurgating, banishing through the natural dislike of dis- 
approval those who are too lazy to think about and to defend their 
heterodox views. Of course, there are those who inherit the 
minority view, as well as those who think their way into the ma 
jority; but the presumption is in favor of a higher average in 
telligence and average knowledge of the mooted question among 
the members of the minority. 

It is only fair to add that the presumption is not necessarily 
in favor of the truth of the minority view. In considering this phase 
of the question it is convenient to divide disputes into two kinds. 
The first is that which arises when a new interpretation of an 
old idea is made necessary to conform with newly-discovered and 
well-established facts. Here the majority consists of the huge 
mass of those not yet inoculated with the new idea, and truth 
lies over where the minority is swelling from the steady leak of 
conservatism. The second kind of dispute is that arising from 
some new and unprecedented condition. The alignment, before 
the majority-influx of the thoughtless begins, is then of those 
who have formed their opinions first hand, and the presumption 
of truth is clearly in favor of the view espoused by the majority.

Tbe six positions chosen from other 
colleges undoubtedly suffer a disad- 
vantage in the selection., for whereas 
we have had opportunity to watch the 
Harvard players all season, we have 
had the chance to gee the others in 
action but once, to their possible dis- 
advantage. Prom the one observation, 
however, and from general press cora- 
jnent throughout the season, it is be- 
lieved that the above is as fair and as 
just a selection as is possible on any 
such mythical aggregation. 

Soucy is picked for his excellent 
line play and aptitude for following 
the ball. His work in those two re- 
spects was universally commended 
after both the Princeton and Yale 
games. Higgins, of Penn. State, on 
the other extremity, is perhaps a su- 
perior man at down-the-fleld play, 
while each is remarkably adept at 
handling the forward pass. 

Mima* MR All. American Choice. 
Oilman, who will undoubtedly be a 
general choice for the All-American 
team, is unquestionably the man to 
bold down one tackle position, while 
the work done by McLean of Prince- 
ton in tbe Harvard game grants him 
the place on the other side of the line. 
He was, in the opinion of the Harvard 
players, the cleverest tackle which op- 
posed the Crimson this year. 

Hogg, another Princeton man, and 
the best player in. the Tiger line, gels 
a place at guard, with Dadraun, of 
Harvard, as a partner. Thurman, or 
Virginia, loses out even on consider- 
ation of his prowess as a punter, for 
the punting will be well taken care of 
by Mahan, and, besides, in tbe modern 
game of deceptive play, tbe wisdom of 
having a lineman drop back to kick is 
doubtful. Dadmun's play in the Yula 
game marked him as a guard of un- 
usual ability, for not only did he de- 
rer.d his position imprrgnahly, but 
time and again he took out both bis 
own man and n player on the secon- 
dary defense, giving remarkable inter- 
ference as a gunrd on end runs. Ilia 
down-tbc-field work will be remem- 
bered by last Saturday's episode of 
Bingham being "thrown by Gilman 
and Dadraun." 

Cool, the light Cornell centre, seems 
to be the logical choice at the pivot 
position. He Is very experienced, 
passes will, aud Is a valuable man on 
the defense by reason of bis powers at 
diagnosis. He has been marked all 
season as a centre of great ability. 
1 til scan Leader at Quarter. 
At quarter ts placed a man who un- 
fortunately had little opportunity to 
show bis ability in the Harvard game, 
but who Is universally conceded to be 
the greatest field general of the year 
— Captain Barrett, of Cornell. Al- 
though it is doubtful that he Is more 
skillful at running an attack than is 
WaUon, he is a better all-round play- 
er, tor bis team's play always offeis 
tbe threat of a dangerous quarterback 
run, and he Is a drop-klcker and punt- 
er of more than average ability.

Robert Louis Stevenson, though one of the greatest masters of 
English literary style, was a failure when he tried his hand at 
American journalism. 

When Stevenson arrived in California in 1879. he became a 
reporter on the Monterey Calif ornian at a salary of $2 a week. 
Monterey was then a small place which had sprung up during the 
'49 days. As Sydney Colvin tells it: "Stevenson was not quite up 
to the standards of the Californian and was soon discharged." He 
then went to San Francisco and obtained employment on another 
newspaper.

Stevenson has been criticized as being so much of a literary 
exquisite that the message he had to deliver was not at all original 
or important. Perhaps this is the reason ho was a failure as a 
reporter. The reporter must first of all have a message. Being 
able to write cleverly is only one essential quality of a good re- 
porter. As the editor puts it, he must first of all have "a nose 
for news."

The laboratories of the Forest Pro- 
ducts laboratories of Canada, which 
were established in 1913 under the 
Forestry Branch of the Department of 
the Interior, and have been located iu 
Montreal in connection with the uni- 
versity, were formally opened yester- 
day afternoon. The main function of 
the laboratories is the carrying on or 
scientific research on forest products 
for the benefit of Canadian wood-us- 
ing industries and the public at large. 
The work of the department Is largely I 
of a chemical, physical and engineer- 
Ins nature, and intensive studies of; 
wood itself are being made. 

Up to t ho present the work has been ' 
mainly of an organizing nature, and 
preparation has been made for syste- 
matic .scientific work. Consequently, 
the progress has been somewhat slow, 
owing to the newness of the study In 
Canada and the lack of specially 
trained technical men. But it is of in- 
terest to learn that a real start has 
been made in this very important 
work. 

Until tho fall of 1914 the labora- 
tories were situated In the old Modi- ! 
cal Building, provided by McGill Uni- 
versity, but now accommodation has 
been found in the buildings at 70(1 1 
University street, which were pur- j 
chased recently by the university. Tne I 
formal opening of the Forest Products 
Laboratories was held yesterday. The j 
guests assembled at the now prrm- 1 
Ises at noon, v and were formed into 
parties and conducted through the 
laboratories. A demonstration of test- ; 
lug mine props with the Wlrksteaa 
machine was given, when lO.ooo lbs. 
pressure was brought upon the ends 
of the prop. The Emery machine Was 
able to break a prop or black spruce ! 
with a pressure of over 90,000 lbs. , 
The impact machine, with its 50-pound 
hammer smashed a beam of pine. 

Visits were made to the timber phy- ! 
slcs room where microscopic slides 
were thrown upon a screen. 

In the chemistry department exper- 
iments were being made with acetone i 
in regard to its use in war materials, 
and the manufacture of gun-cotton. 
The paving blocks and railway ties 
were being preserved by treatment 
with creosote In the wood-preserving 
department, while great Interest was 
evoked in the wood that bad been 
treated so as to render It non-inflam- 
mable. Benealh the fiercest flame 
the wood only charred ; it never 
caught fire. Expérimenta for the 
study of fungi were being conducted 
in the pathological department. The 
process or making paper was fully ox- I 
plained In the paper mills, and sam- 
ples or the only blotting paper made 
in Canada were given to tho guests as 
souvenirs of product of the mill. 

The Hon. W. J. Roche, Minister of 
the Interior, declared the laboratories j 
formally open. He thought that Can- 
ada hud not utilized to the fullest ex- 
tent her wonderful natural resources, ! 
and that the laboratories would go far 
to conserve those resources. We hart 
learned much from a country which 
wa do not admire— Oerniany. She had 
learned the art of getting tbe best out 
of her magnificent forests. 

Sir Win. Peterson, K.C.M.G., presi- 
dent of McGill University, was then 
called upon to address the gathering. 
Hn said that he had noticed how in- 
terested the Minister of iho Interior 
had been in his examination or the 
only blotting paper made in Canada. 
He had made a calculation and found 
that (hero wore tî2 universities in the 
Empire, and that thoy had contribut- 
ed 15,0110 men to the army, and we are 
doing our part.

London, England.— Ben Tillctt, sec- 
rotary of the- Dockers' Union, has sent 
a letter to Mr. Asquith and Lord Kit- 
chener, In which he says that the Ex- 
ecutive views with alarm the insidi- 
ous efforts of a coterie to force dis- 
sension and disunity upon the country 
at such a moment. His executive, ho 
continues, fully endorses tho resolu- 
tion of the trades union congress, in- 
sisting on the Voluntary system of en- 
listment being upheld, and has justi- 
fied Its attitude by encouraging the 
members to act as courageous citi- 
zens and join the forces as free men. 
It also desires, in the interests of the 
country, to point out the possibility or 
forcible resentment being developed, 
not so much to military obligation ana 
necessity, but to the manoeuvring or 
the present agitation by a few, for 
their own class aggrandizement. 

"We ask the Government," the let- 
ter continues, "to lake the nation into 
its absolute confidence and to ro-op- 
erate with organized labor, believing 
that this course will save the country 
from disaster, which may result from 
the few being allowed te précipitât* 
the country into changes of a revolu- 
tionary character, at a very rritlral 
period. This union pledges its' It to 
work vigorously with every organlxeo 
force that win help to destroy Prus- 
sian miHtariBtn and re-establish peace 
on a Jus! and permanent basis."

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At the meeting of the McGill Alum- 
nae Society, held in the R.V.C. yes- 
terday afternoon, a most interesting 
lecture was given by Miss Cameron 
on "Echoes of the War in Recent 
Verse." A minor consequence of the 
war, said Miss Cameron, is that we 
are literally deluged with war liter- 
ature of every kind, and in this out- 
pouring arc found several slim vol- 
umes of verse. Poetry appears tn 
each of the countries engaged in the 
conflict. Even In Belgium the poet's 
song rises sublime at the persecution. 
Germany is not to be outdone, and so 
has her songs of hate; but. the verse 
written In England during the past 
sixteen months will occupy us for the 
most part. There is a considerable 
amnuut of English war poetry, and 
many collections have been published. 
The collections consist of bo-.h old ana 
new pieces. Many of the ciitlcs com- 
plain that the production is not bet- 
ter ; they say that, there Ib too much 
occasional verse ; there aro new sub- 
jects, but only partly new verses. But 
neither the state of wiv nor the state 
of peace can produce many great 
poets ; the voice of genius bloweth 
where II listcth. and no man knows 
whence It conieth. War in a Just 
cause has been the inspiration of 
many a lofty rhyme In England, and 
the presence of the old pieces among 
the new in the collections seems to 
indicate that the spirit of to-day 1b 
best expressed by the poets of yester- 
day. 

War poetry is of two kinds. First, 
that which is made up of marching 
songs and ballads; and, secondly, that 
which consists of lyrics, odes, dramas, 
rte, Inspired by patriotism, by death, 
by action and by the enemy. 

No striking war song has appeared. 
"Tipperary" has suited the soldiers 
very well, but It cannot keep up with 
even " Maryland, My Maryland." Of 
the martial ballad type, there Is 
Henry Chappel's "The Day," which 
breathes something or the same spirit 
as "Scots Wha Ha'e." with Its stirring 
lines. "You boasted the day, you toast- 
ed the day," etc. It comes close to 
the poetry of Invective, yet venom la 
not at all characteristic of the Eng- 
lish. It has the reverberant swing of 
the ballad metre. There is something 
of the same lilt in "The Hour," by Mr. 
Bernard Hngan. and this also mani- 
fests a spirit like that In "Ye Marin- 
ers of England." Maurice Hewlitt and 
N'ewbolt have given some good lines, 
while Owen Leamau's verses, especi- 
ally the ones called "Pro Patrla," rep- 
resent a spirit of unconquerable opti- 
mism In England and England's sonn 
"Searchlights" by Alfred Noyes, 
"Songs of Soldiers" by Hardy, and 
Klplinif's "For All We Have and Are," 
show the picturesque element, thi> 
spirit of Imperialism and sceptical 
philosopher in turn; yet the prevail- 
ing note of an unconquerable hope 
resting on an lnconquerable faith i» 
In nil. 

Canon Boemsley's collection Is a 
typical one; each selection appeared 
first, in a newspaper, but it muy be 
said that the poems bear re-reading 
hardly more than the rest of the 
newspaper, and the ono consolation, 
perhaps, Is that the author means 
well. 

There are two volumes of vers» 
written by Canadians that have some 
.merit. These are Miss Marjorle Ptca- 
thall's and Mr. Alfred Gordon's. Mr. 
Gordon's verse carries us Into the 
field of English poets who sing of 
France and Belgium. KIpling'B line» 
on France, which were written tn 
inn, are possibly the best. Justin 
McCarthy's "Ghosts at Boulogne," and 
Maurice Hewlltt's "To the Belgians 
from England" are worth reading 
also. One lones at this time for a 
sound on Belgium, like that of Mil- 
Ion's on the Pledmontese. 

Of purely dramatic poetry, there la 
rery little ; French warfare is not 
spectacular. However, there Is ono 
war play called "Armageddon," writ- 
ten by Stephen Phillips, and staged in 
London by Martin Harvey. This work 
lacks unity. The prologue Ib In Hell 
—the various scenes of the play 
are In France, England, Russia, Bel- 
gium and Germany, and the epi- 
logue Is again In Hell. The charac- 
ters include the Kings, the Kaiser, 
'hr ghosts of Attila and Jeanne d'Arc. 
The human figures exhibit less reality 
lhan the ghosts. The strength, how- 
ever, lies in Ihe declamatory speeches, 

In John Masefield's poem, "August, 
1011." there is something more than 
love for country, something morf 
subtle and of more transcendent beau- 
ty. The opening lines are exquisite 1» 
their quiet loveliness. 

In closing, the speaker stated that 
if the literature of 1015 had nothing 
more than the sonnets of Rupert 
Brooke, It would survive. The follow- 
ing poem has an unusual beauty, ana 
one thinks regretfully that the author 
cannot give us more: 
If T should die, think only this of me: 

That i here's some corner of a for' 
eign field 
That is forever England. There shall 
be 

In lhat rich earth a richer dust con- 
cealed, 

A dust whom England bore, shape* 
made aware, 
Gare, once, her flowers to love, her 
ways to roam, 
A body of England's, breathing En- 
glish air. 

Washed by the rivers, blest by suns 
of home. 

And, think, this heart, all evil shea 
away, 

A pulse in the eternal mind, no less 
Gives somewhere back the thoughts 
by England given; 
Her sights kttej sounds; dreams 
happy as her day; 
And laughter,, learnt of friends: snu 
genilenc «, 
In hearts at peace, under an Eng- 
lish heaven.

GERMAN UESEKTEBS IX HOLLAND 

The Hague. — A movement is on foot 
to bring about the release of 26 Ger- 
man deserters, who are at present 
confined lu the Internment camp la 
North Holland. It appears that the 
men in question appealed to the mili- 
tary authorities some time since for 
their liberation. A few such desert- 
ers were thereupon set frco, whtcn 
makes the others fear thut they them- 
selves will be handed over to Uer- 
many at the end of the war. Their 
feelings can well bo imagined, for the 
fate awaiting them, in this event, ts 
well known. 

The Nicuwe Courant, shows that no 
obligation exists for the Internment of 
these persons by the Governnfènt. We 
regard it bb even very possible, It fle- 
elares, that payment of the cost of 
their maintenance would he refused 
after iho war. Apart from this siae 
Issue, it appears to us that, in the an- 
sencc of any international obligation 
in this matter no right exists to de- 
prive them of their freedom.

In his lecture last night, Rev. J. S. 
Woodsworth continued his description 
of the lives of some of our newest Im- 
migrants. He told how the Icelanders 
had come to northern Manitoba and 
had brought all the customs of their 
country with them to the shores or 
Uko Winnipeg and Lake Wlnnt- 
pegosis. 

The Jewish colony in the west was 
dealt with. He said they were farm- 
ers and were very industrious, in 
•pitc of the fact that they had acci- 
lentally settled on poor laud, they 

ere doing well. Their school was In- 
eresting and well attended. The 
uilding was put up by them as a 
immunity for a synagogue, but later 
/as taken over for a school by tne 

ustees of the district. The place 
.ill shows its history, having tne 
acred documents, etc. The Hebrew 
hildren aro Instructed religiously 
fter school hours. 

Tlu; Mennonites arc a religious sect, 
ne followers of Menno Simons, a na- 
.Ive of Holland, where the sect origin- 
ated In 1525. Their religion consists 
; chiefly in non-conformity. They were 
, persecuted and many fled to Pennsyl- 
vania. During the revolutionary war 
: in the U. S., they moved to Ontario 
and settled in and about Herlin. Oth- 
Vrs went from Holland to Prussia. 
Later, in 17H:i-SS, they proceeded to 
Kussia. where they were given grants 
of land and exemptions from taxes by 
Km press Catherine II, The conces- 
sions were withdrawn in 1S75, so they 
came to Canada, settling in Manitoba*. 
Here they were given 720 square miles 
of land and a loan made them by their 
people in Ontario was guaranteed by 
the Canadian Government. This loan 
was repaid twenty years later. 

Some of their villages in southern 
Manitoba are really picturesque. They 
have lately formed new colonies in 
Saskatchewan and arc prospering 
here as well. 

Mr. Woodsworth touched on the 
Ruthcnian and Polish settlements, 
dealing chiefly with their political and 
religious history. He personally visit- 
ed many of these colonics in Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. Those who had 
settled on good land were doing well, 
while those who were less fortunate 
In the choice of land were having a 
harder time. He found many of ttiis 
latter class living in almost primitive 
slrapPTclty. For this reason school 
teachers found it often very difficult 
to get a fit lodging place. 

Mr. Woodsworth said in part: "An- 
other social worker In a personal let- 



working in a hotel up to the time of 
the marriage. The groom was a hand- 
some fellow, just turned twenty, em- 
ployed in one of the packing houses 
of the city. 

" 'A great solemnity settled over tho 
little chapel, as in the dim light the 
couple knelt before the altar. The 
prte.st went through a great deal of 
reading, manipulating the ring, hana- 
ling lighted caudles and the censor 
swinging before the "sister," while 
the choir boys, around the piano at 
the buck, sang (he final chant and the 
man and woman rose up, united for 
life.

The 
tables ran along one side, leaving 
splendid accommodation for tne or- 
chestra and dancers. .Many of the hit- 
ter were already tripping over the 
floor, among them the lair little bride 
with her bridesmaid. 

'"Throughout the evening the Can- 
adian guests received the most graci- 
ous attention. They must be seated 
first and at the corner of the table be- 
side the small and only stove in the 
hall; the members of the families con- 
cerned must greet them with pleasant 
smiles every time they passed; they 
must be given an opportunity to fiance 
if they wished; in fact, many of tne 
dances must be entered upon only 
after the guests had been introduced 
to them as from out the bygone days. 
Thank tort une, no one suspected the 
miserable forebodings lurking In tho 
heart of at least one of these very 
guests, all smiling though sue seemed 
—forebodings of what the later hours 
would bring, the hard drinking, for 
wine and beer there were in abuun- 
anee; the unseemlv familiarity, tho 
brawling ending inevitably in a fight 
to be settled by police interference, 
lint, do you know, none of it cam*, 
though we stayed until' the bride's veil 
bad been caught by u fair maiden 
with the same Joy that one of 
Canadian girls feels when she has 
wrested the bridal bouquet from an 
others.
